present law occasions inconvenience and expense to other 
oorporatioBa who an not benefltad by any maaption. It ia 
better that tli,^ present bill should beeome a law and suitable 
administrative arr:inKenietits bo made to comply with it, than 
that the eziating diserimination whieh ean not be jnatillrd 
with due ref^ard to the policy of tha prortakm of the Labor 
Law, should be maintained." 

The railroads opposed the enfore^ment of this aet and took thv 
matter to the eourts. The )?<''"''fil 'inestion involved was the power 
of the state to regulate the conduct of railroad corporations in re- 
qieet to thia anb^eet. The ease was fought through the New York 
Supreme Court and the (;ourt of Appeals and was finally taken up to 
the Snpreme Court of the United States, where it was upheld. 

By an omission the penalty clanae of the law had not been 
chan((ed, so as to conform with the new elause requiring some-monthly 
payments. The penal code was changed in 1909 and the penalty was 
■ aho changed by inereasing the minlmnm fine from $35 to $100 anil 
the maximum fine from $50 to 4^10, 0(10. 

This may sound like a small point and yet this act represent^! 
one of die greateat rietoriea aeUered by labor in many years. It 
freed the railroad employees from the real hardship of waiting for one 
mouth for their pay; and most important of all, it eatablisbed one< 
and for aU tha ri^t of the state to interfere as between employer and 
eaplogrea and a protect and safeguard the iutereata of the worker.
